a. It was learned on 24 ...ovembor 1949 that the fuel tanks of 
the DLliBEW-on-ijlbe fuel depot had been removed by the Boviet

b. The underground fuel depot is on the northern edge of 
DlkiEBN-on-blbe . The installations of the depot, including a 
railroad spur track, were demolished end most of them dismantled 
immediately after the war. The capacity of the depot wa s said

Previous information is Generally confirmed by this report. The 
evacuation of the large DhHBIiN-on-Elbe fuel depot, neer the 
zonal border, vhi h was reported for the first time end the in- 
stallation of a large fuel depot at the Port of vmwmmsms ap- 
pear significant (compare details). Numbering of the following 
comments on individual depots corresponds to the paragraphing 
of the report.

GL0E7KM 

This report contradicts previous information that the stock 
of the GL0E7EN ammunition depot was augmented in April and :?ny 1949. 
• s the reported shipments were received at night, the observer 
may have been wrong as to the type of the shipments rnd any 
have confused incoming with outgoing ammunition shipments. 

The recorded dismantling of the depot appears to be correct. 


JUEThEBOG 

a. 11 details ware reported previously. 

b. Previous information on the slaughterhouse fuel depot is ful- 
ly confirmed. 

c. The depot is also likely to be a trrnsloeding station (filling 
of trucks from railroad tanks) for the large fuel depot north 

of JUETEEBOG, which probably has been established in* the village 
or cloister of S1MKA, according to several reports. 

a. The fuel depot was reported previously. 

b„ The reported trucks belong to the 5©th Gds Eifle Div. 

This dump was not previously known. It probably is small.
